Wireless Calls For Help Were 
Answered by Queenstown. 


London, May 8.—The impression ii 
growing hourly stronger that tile loss 
of lite by the destruction of the Lu­ 
sitania off Kinsdale Head, Ireland, was 
enormous. 
Hie very latest bulletins enumerate 
so few survivors that it is teared that 
more than thou may have perished, 
and among them some American citi­ 
zens. 
It is impossible to give any list of 
survivors, as neither the British ad 
miralty nor the Cunard company has 
been able to get one. 
Out of 
the 21**4 
passengers and 
crew aboard the ship— 1254 passen­ 
gers and 850 crew—there is definite 
Information concerning less than 10**0 
of them, and even the unconfirmed ; 
reports of rescues at various ports add 
very few more to the list. 
The 
latest 
bulletin 
comes 
from J 
Queenstown 
by way of 
Liverpool, • 
through the Cunard company. It read® 
us follows: 
"Queenstown reports that the Storm 
Cock is landing about IGO passengers 
and crew. It is reported by the admir­ 
alty that the trawlers Dock and In­ 
dian Empire have about 200; tile tug 
Flying Fish, IOO; three torpedo boats 
have 45 living and four dead. 
"We are putting these up at the 
different hotels and boarding houses, 
but we cannot give lists of survivors, 
as the passengers are in such a stat® 
that their immediate wants mum b® 
our first consideration." 
The Lusitania bauk in thirty ruin 
Ute® atter the explosive was launched 
at her, and the lifeboats had been 
placed In the water when the giant 
liner foundered and completely disap­ 
peared.

These warnings followed an adver­ 
tisement printed in many American 
newspapers, 
signed, "Imperial
